Sharp Words to Farmers 


Mr. Lemass was speaking at a. 
meeting of Dublin City South 
Comhairle Ceanntair, Fianna Fail. 
Remarking that the main task ‘is to. 
stay alive in a world where we have 
few friends, and which is too pre- 
occupied with its own affairs to 
worry about ours,’’ Mr. Lemass said: 

“The inflationary forces which 
war always releases, and which might 
have caused a complete economic 
collapse, have been held in check, 
although, like flood waters retained 
by a dam, they are growing in 
strength and may yet prove beyond 
our power to control.” 


LOST SHIPS 


Existing difficulties—and some 
others—were now growing, and the 
Government’s ability to take effec- 
tive counter-measures was declining. 
There were many materials which 
could not be obtained in future 
because the governments controlling 
them would not release them. The 
carrying capacity of Irish ships had 
been reduced by almost fifty per 
cent. through the loss in the past 
vear of two of the country’s best 
vessels and other circumstances. 

The acreage under wheat. had un- 
expectedly proved to be some 60,000 
acres less than last year—the 
equivalent of two months’ full supply 
of bread, a deficiency which must be 
made good by increased imports and 
which would involve a decision to 
import virtually —. else from 
across the Atlantic. eserves of 
various industrial materials were 
being steadily depleted and could 
not be replaced, In relation to most 
materia] things, the situation was 
worse now than at any time since 
the war began. 

Commenting upon the shortage of 
wheat, butter, oatmeal, potatoes and 
other foodstuffs, the Minister said 
it was not yet clear that the farmers 
fully understood the completeness of 
the country’s dependence on them. 
There was still an inclination to 
regard the production of essential 
foods as a matter of bargaining with 
the community ' rather than a 
national duty as clearly defined and 
inescapable as that of a soldier on 
the battlefield. 

The people needed 400,000 tons 
of wheat delivered to flour mills 
each year, 30,000 tons of butter 
from creameries, 40,000 tons of oats, 
nearly 100 million gallons of milk, 
about 600,000 tons of potatoes, 
100,000 tons of beet for sugar,: and 
about 6,000,000 great hundreds of 
eggs. 

“They require these foods with- 
out fail,” the Minister emphasised, 
“and they want them at prices 
which will not inflate unreasonably 
the cost of living to people, who, 
unlike the farmers, are trying to 
make-do on contracting incomes.’’ 


FAMINE PERIL 


The farmers had done well, ‘but 
not well enough. “The country 
wanted more wheat, particularly if 


there was to be a reasonable margin . 


of safety against famine. The fact 
that we must import this year 
160,000 tons of wheat alone was a 
measure of the price to be paid 


because farmers had not produced 
sufficient wheat this year. 

Warning farmers and others who 
fed wheat and flour to animals that 
it was not merely an offence against 
the law but an offence against 
humanity, Mr. Lemass asked; in 
tha name of the people, that those 
found guilty should be punished by 
terms of imprisonment. ‘In the 
past,” he said, ‘‘some small mills 
which facilitated the feeding of 
wheat to animals by grinding it 
were closed by Order, but were sub- 
sequently permitted to re-open. I 
Wish it to be understood that any 
mill found to have ground wheat 
in such circumstances in future will 
not merely be closed down, but will 
be kept closed so long as the Emer- 
gency Powers Act is in force or the 
pzesent Government is in office.” 

Mr. Lemass said that the time 
had now come when the privately- 
owned lorry must, in the main, go 
the same way as the private 
passenger car. The Government 
considered it to be its duty to re- 
serve the reduced supplies of petrol 
available to maintain ake if 
necessary, expand the transport 
services to which all members of the 
public have access in preference to 
those which were available ex- 
clusively to private firms. The 
Government’s long term transport 
policy would, in due course, be sub- 
mitted to the Dail. 


ALLOWANCES 


The Government had expanded 
social services, but the provision for 
needy families was not sufficient. 
In the coming session of the Dail 
the Children’s” Allowances Bill 
would be introduced. It would not 
provide for a grandiose scheme cost- 
ing tens of millions of pounds per 
year, of which some irresponsible 
people had spoken, but it would pro- 
vide a reasonable measure of assis- 
tance for large families. 

The Government was preparing 
plans for vast material developments 
in the post-war period. These 
covered industrial expansion, build- 
ing, public amenities, electrical de- 
velopment, education, completion of 
land division and settlement, 
afforestation, recreational facilities, 
transport re-organisation, improve- 
ment in agricultural production and 
marketing arrangements. 

Mr. Lemass expressed the hope 
that the organisation would remain 
strong and vigorous, because, he 
said, “it may be that occasion will 
arise again when it will be neces- 
sary to secure the decision of “the 
people on vital questions of national 
policy.” 

Mr. J. McCann, 'T.D., said that 
the farmers had never been so well 
off as at present. “ The farmers have 
not played the game by the towns 
and city people. They owe an obli- 
gation to the industrial workers.”’

Timoshenko 
Preparing 
New Attack 


Mac TIMOSHENKO, 
according to a Berlin 
broadcast, is preparing to cross 
the narrow Kerch Straits.

GOMEL RETREAT 


For the second time within 24 hours 
Captain Sertorius stated from 
Berlin that the German retreat 
between Gomel and the Smolensk- 
Minsk highway is continuing. 

This area embraces Mogilev and 
Orsha, key towns on the main rail- 
way to Vitebsk and the north. A 
Russian break-through in the 
Mogilev sector would open the way 
for a drive to Minsk, only 115 miles 
to the west. ; 

Further north, said Captain Ser- 
torius, Soviet forces are fanning 
out north and south from Nevel. 
An important objective in the latter 
direction would be -Polotsxs—which, 
with Nevel, formed the Germans’ 
northern base for the 1941 drive on 
Smolensk—50 miles to the south- 
west and only 20 miles from the old 
Polish border. 

A realistic Finnish comment on 
Nevel appeared yesterday in the 
Sozialdemocraati, which, according 
to a Helsinki broadcast, said :— 
“ Nevel is the most important name 
in the news from the eastern front. 
If the Russian break-through at this 
point is successful, the Red Army 
can continue its drive either on 
Riga or into Esthonia. Immediately, 
the German forces in the Baltic 
States would be caught in a gigantic 
trap.” 

Besswtile, the danger to Kiev is 
growing, and Soviet bridgeheads 
north and south of the city are

The Soviet communiqué said that 
in the area of the Middle Dnieper 
battles were waged for the widen- 
ing of the bridgeheads on the right 
bank of the Dnieper, and that sub- 
stantial successes were achieved.

Y a majority which the Bishop 
RB (Dr. King Irwin) described 
as overwhelming, the Synod 
of the United Diocese of Down and 
Connor and Dromore, at a special 
meeting in Belfast yesterday, voted 
in favour of dividing the diocese 
into two and the appointment of an 
additional bishop. . 

Lhe Bishop, who presided,  ex- 
plained that the General Synod had 
passed a bill to provide an addi- 
tiona] bishop if, and when, the 
diocese was divided. According to 
the Constitution of the Church, the 
consent of that Synod was a neces- 
sary preliminary to a bill which 
would divide the diocese. It was 
the mind of the Church, as ex- 
pressed by/the General Synod, that 
the diocese should be divided. 

Judge Thompson moved a resolu- 
tion thanking the General Synod for 
enacting, in the event of the diocese 
being divided into two dioceses, that 
an additional Episcopal stipend of 
£1,500 a year should be provided for 
the additional bishop out of Central 
Church Funds, and consenting to 
the division: of the diocese as 
follows :—(a) Down and Dromore, 
(b) Connor. He pointed out that 
the United Diocese had a population 
of 250,000, and the Bishop of Down 
had too much to do. 

The Venerable R. J. Clarke, Arch. 
deacon of Connor, spoke against the 
resolution. With diminishing in- 
come, was it right to add to the 
purely administrative expenses? He 
was convinced that the diocese had 
not suffered from the want of a 
second — bishop.

R. CHURCHILL announced yesterday in the 


‘House of Commons that the Portuguese mid- 
Atlantic islands of the Azores are to be used by Britain 


for the duration of the war. 


Portugal, he said, had 


agreed to this step to provide greater safety for Allied 


shipping in the Atlantic. 


The islands are at the cross-roads of one of the 
most vulnerable of the Allies’ shipping arteries. 


~ Portugal's relations with 
me and Anglo-Spanish 
relations alike are un- 
affected by the new agree- 
ment, 


The Azores Islands, which have 
been Portuguese for five centuries, 
are in the North Atlantic, the 
nearest island being 800 miles from 
Lisbon. Before the war they were 
used as a mid-Atlantic port of call 
on the winter air services between 
Britain and Newfoundland. 

There are nine islands, mostly of 
volcanic origin, with a moist but 
equable climate. They have few 
secure harbours, the best being 
Angra do Heroismo, capital of St. 
Michael’s, and Horta, the capital of 
Fayal. The population of the whole 

roup is 242, 650. The people are of 

ortuguese descent. The group form 
an integral part of Portugal, and 
are regarded as part of Europe. 

President Roosevelt, who, in 1941, 
announced that he would not permit 
an Axis occupation of the islands, 
was kept fully informed of day-to- 
day developments. Russia, too, was 
notified of the progress of the nego- 
tiations, which, according to the 
Press Association, were conducted in 
the spirit of the centuries-old friend- 
ship which, in the last war, brought 
Portugal into the fight immediately 
on the side of the Allies,

Treaty of 1373 
Gave Britain 
Bases 


Mr. Churchill in the House of 
Commons said :— 

“I have an announcement to make 
to the House arising ont of the 
treaty signed between this country 
and Portugal in the year 1373— (loud 
laughter and cheers)—between H.M. 
King Edward MII. and King 
Ferdinand and Queen Eleanor of 
Portugal. 

“This treaty was reinforced in 
various forms by later ¢reaties. 

“ At the outset of this war the 
Portuguese Government, in full 
agreement with H.M. Government 
in the United Kingdom, adopted a 
policy of neutrality with a view to 
preventing the war spreading into 
the Iberian Peninsula. The 
Portuguese Government have, how- 
ever, frequently stated that the 
above policy is in no way in- 
consistent with the Anglo-Portuguese 
Alliance, which was resiliiened by 
the: Portuguese Government in 
the early days of the war.
